London, March 2.—The Allies have reached a complete agree¬ 
ment upon their answer to Germany on the reparations question 
and upon the consequences that would follow her failure to accept 
their terms, it was learned to-night. 

London, March 2.—Premier Lloyd George consented to-day to 
the employment of armed force against Germany in the event of 
her non-compliance with the Allied reparations demands, to the 
extent of occupation of Mannheim by British, French and Belgian

Canada Greatly Interested, 
Says Manchester Guardian

London. March 2.—(Canadian As- 
I sociated Press) — The Manchester 
Guardian editorially remarks that 
the question of the embargo in 
Britain on Canadian live cattle has 
been raised to the dignity of a first- 
class political issue in the by-election 
campaign now going on. The paper 
states that the Government’s pro¬ 
tectionist leanings are so notorious 
that suspicion of subservience to the, 
home agricultural interests is Jrro- i 
sistible.

LATE KING NICHOLAS 

Antibes, France, March 1.—King 
Nicholas of Montenegro died here to¬ 
day. 

The Queen of Italy, daughter of 
Nicholas, has been advised of the 
| death of her father, and she and 
King Victor Emmanuel are expected 
here for the funeral. 

Nicholas -il of Montenegro was 
bom in 1841. He was proclaimed 
Prince of Montenegro as successor 
to his unde. Danllo I.. in 1860. and 
assumed the title of King under a 
resolution adopted by the National 
Skupshtina in 1910, on the fiftieth 
anniversary of his accession. 

During the recent war Montenegro 
participated on the side of the Al¬ 
lies. When the armistice was signed 
the Serbians ordered elections for 
the National Assembly, and when 
the Assembly met in 1918 it declared 
itself In favor of the deposition ol 
Nicholas and the reigning dynasty. 
Shortly afterward the Assembly 
voted* for the union of Montpneg o 
I witl: the Jugo Slav state of the 
] Kingdom of the Serbs. Croats and 
] Slovenes. Nicholas and his Cabinet, 
after that time, remained**!* France, 
and final decision as to the status of 
Montenegro lay with the Peace 
Conference. 

Refused Annuity. 

Nicholas, throughout his trials, al- 
! ways asserted his right to govern 
his people. It was said he refused 
to 1 accept an annuity of $500,000 in 
exchange for his abdication. * 

Shortly after the accession of 
Nicholas, war broke out with Tur¬ 
key. which ended disastrously for 
Montenegto. 

Ih 1876. during another war with 
| the Turks, ^iontenegro recovered 
much of the territory previously 
lost. 

' Nicholas was rated an autocratic 
I ruler, but his country, nevertheless. 

I materially advanced in prosperity 
during his reign, before the Great 
War broke out.

only to members or guests., Clubs 
entitled to get licenses shall be those 
registered or incorporated under the 
"&Ajcletlef» Act" or under any 
Dominion Act. 

The fee for the proposed club per¬ 
mit is left blank in the draff clause. 

Provision is made for amending 
other clauses so that there will be no 
conflict in the Act.

During 1920 the total daily sales of liquor at the Government 
liquor stores and the Government liquor warehouse amounted to 
$909,884, according to the second annual report of the Prohibition 
Commissioner submitted by Hon. J. W. de B. Farris, Attorney- 
General and Minister of Labor. 

There was an increase of prosecutions for infractions of the 
Prohibition Act during 1920 of 931, or 103.9 per cent., over the 
year 1919: In 1920 there were 1,318 persons prosecuted for illegal 
possession of liquor, as against 663 in 1919. A total of 360 persons 
were hailed into court during the past year for selling liquor, while 
only 89 prosecutions were made in this connection in 1919. 

Fewer Found Guilty. 

Only four doctors were proven of¬ 
fenders during the twelve months 
ending Dc^omber 31, while nine were 
prosecuted during the preceding 
year. 

.Breweries breaking the lkw in 
1920 were only two in number, as 
against 11 in 71919. On the other 
hand, five liquor companies were 
prosecuted while the previous year 
shows a blank.

The totul fines imposed in 4920 
amounted to $166.3(13, and 1919 $54.- 
659. Balls forfeited during the year 
amounted to $17,575; in 1919 $5,650:

Ottawa, March In tha 
laat night Senator Turriff obj 
the treatment accorded Seni 
the Commons gallery and lob 
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campaign funds, Hon. Mr. Farris 
said: 

Drtami of Campaign Funds 
“A man dreams at night, but he 
never dreams at night except what 
he sees in the day. That Is the way 
with my honorable friend. 

“The purchasing agent shall pur¬ 
chase his liquor subject to the regu¬ 
lations of 'the Board which cannot 
be originated by the Government. 
The Government cannot originate, 
they can only check." 

Difficult to Fix, Limits 
He went on Ho declare that it 
would be impossible, except after 
much protraction, for •'the Govern¬ 
ment to fix the amount of liquor to 
be sold under permits, because of the 
diversity of opinion. 

“The success of this act depends 
on the sound commonscnse of the 
men who administer it,” he cohtin- 
ued. “This year will largely be an 
experimental year in carrying out 
the act. and my suggestion 1s that 
we entrust these details to the com¬ 
mission. which «can change them at 
any time. As regards this, the Gov¬ 
ernment has no power of initiating 
or controlling. The only power the 
Government has is checking and re¬ 
straining. 

Only Bar Room Language 

“To approve or disapprove," inter- ' 
Jected Mr. Bowser. 

This brought about an outbreak 
of repartee between the Attorney- 
General and Mr. Bowser, which re¬ 
sulted in the Speaker stepping in. • 
The Attorney-General declared that 
the language Mr. Bowser had been 
using in his' criticism of the Act and 
members of the Government “was i 
only tit for the barYoom and not for 
the House.” 

“I have been in this House for 
eighteen years,” replied Mr. Bowser. 
“I don't know what kind of language 
is used in a bar room, but the At¬ 
torney-General seems to know pretty 
well” 

This gave the House a laugh, in 
which even the Attorney-General had 
to Join. « 

“That's a happy ending," said the 
Speaker. * 

8elf Control Needed 
“I do believe that it would be un¬ 
wise for the Government to adopt the 
policy of fixing quantities," the At¬ 
torney-General went on. 

“I cannot conceive why anybody 
should suggest there should be any¬ 
thing else than a d«sire to get legis¬ 
lation passes at this session that will 
make it feasible and practicable to 
carry out the laws of the land. Only 
by the closest co-operation will it 
be that members of the Legislature 
can hqpe to reach even a temporary 
solution of this problem. 

Moral Responsibility Essential 
“I'm afraid the public hasn't pos¬ 
sibly probed this situation to the bot¬ 
tom. I believe there is a form of 
control more essential to the success 
of this Act, and that is Individual 
self-control. If the people o^sUils 
Province are putting themselves^in 
the frame of mind to let George dt> 
it and say that we ore going to have 
a commission to handle the whole 
thing. I predict that this legislation 
is going to fare the somo as the last 
act did. 

“One of the dtfhgers of legislation 
of this kind is getting people In the 
frame of mind that there Is an act, 
and that therefore there is no moral 
responsibility for them. Unless with 
Government Control there goes a 
corresponding sense of individual 
self-control this act cannot succeed. 

Leader 8plits With Organ 
Hon. Mr. Farris also dealt with the 
recent editorial in The Daily Colon¬ 
ist. of Victoria, the chief Conserv¬ 
ative organ in this Province, which 
criticised the stand the Conservative 
leader has been taking towards the 
Liquor Act. 

“I would be inclined *o congratu¬ 
late the editor of The Colgnlst for 
the'" exceedingly fair arid judicial 
manner in which he has discussed 
this bill.” said the Attorney-General. 
"It is by discussion and. criticism of 
that tjrpe that we can hope-to achieve 
anything, and it is being done in 
the interests of the public. 

“But I cannot bring myself to the 
conclusion that the Leader of th° 
Opposition has approached it in the 
same way. By his rebukes the ed¬ 
itor of The Colonist has cured the 
former Attorney-Ggneral of some of 
his had habits ”and cured him of 
some of his abuses. 

"I Would ask The Colonist to keep 
It up, and sooner or later we will 
find perhaps that they may have to 
get a new leader of the Conservative 
party." 

Hon. Mr. Farris declared that he 
was getting sick and “fed up on the 
cheap talk and abuse of the Leader 
of the Opposition.” and his references 
to himself as "the wicked partner 
of the Premier, which is about the 
measure of his mentality.” 

Says Mr. Bowser Repudiated 
He referred to the last election, 
when Mr. Bowser told the people that 
the Issue was, between Mr. Bowser’s 
administration as Attorney-General 
and that of Mr. Farris. 

“I am proud In the knowledge that 
on that issue and challenge I came 
out with more than 1.000 votes than 
the Honorable Leader of the Oppo¬ 
sition,” Hon. Mr. Farris said. 

“But the iron got a little more into 
his soul, and he went into the Delta 
campaign and told them there that 
I was the hero of the underworld 
and that the Conservative candidate 
should be put in to rebuke the Gov¬ 
ernment. But although In the gen¬ 
eral election the Premier with all 
his prestige received a majority there 
of 200, the present Liberal member 
comes out with a majority of 700. 

“I would Just leave Mr. Bowser to 
the fate of his own party." 

Reasons for Public Change 
The Attorney-General said that the 
result of the prohibition plebiscite 
last Fall was a surprise to him. He 
declared that the responsibility for 
the change in public opinion was 
largely the result of the political at¬ 
titude towards it adopted by Mr. 
Bowser and "The World newspaper, 
the mouthpiece of the prohibition¬ 
ists," both of whom started to make 
a drive on me as Attorney-General 
and sought'to drive me out of power.” 
These forces, he declared, helped to 
create u prejudice against the pro¬ 
hibition act in this Province. 

Hon. Mr. Farris read the report of 
Mr. Bowser’s recent speech on the 
Mainland In The Vancouver Dally 
Province, headed 'TJowser Talks 
Beef and Beer." 

Word Begins With “B” 

"There is Just another word that 
begins with ’B‘ that might be added 
to make it complete, and I leave it 
to you to guess what that word is," 
Hon. Mr. Farris said. 

He declared that the extreme talk 
of Mr. Bowser was doing much to 
weaken the faith of the people In 
this legislation. 

“No legislation can ever be suc¬ 
cessful, especially legislation involv¬ 
ing moral issues, which seeks to 
make people live better, unless it 
has behind It the conscientious and 
vigorous support of public opinion,” 
he added. 


clause which Mr. Bowser described 
as the American clause, the Attor¬ 
ney-General said: 

“I want to say very frankly that 
I view that problem with a great 
deal of apprehension, for fear of the 
numbers of persons who will come 
here to get booze and make an ex¬ 
hibition of themselves when they get 
here. The $5.0Q, permit for residents 
is yearly, but for Americans the per¬ 
mit is only good for one month. 
That Is if an American came hefe 
once every month for a year his per¬ 
mits would cost him $60.00. 

Transient Problem Difficult 
"Yet in the face of tifat my friend 
makes the statement in his speech 
that it is the -other way and that 
Americans are getting, the advan¬ 
tage in the matter of permits over 
residents. 

"I invite and ask every member of 
the House to give his consideration 
to the problem of dealing with Ameri¬ 
cans and transients. The fact that 
all around us we are surrounded by 
prohibition provinces and states Jidda 
to our problem. And why should our 
friend who was Attorney-General 
waste the time of the House describ¬ 
ing how I was going to send word 
to the world to come boys, and have 
a wild and riotous time here. 

"Cheap Stuff” of No Assistance I 
"If I had my way I would wish 
that this problem was so far away 
that I would never hear of it again.; 
There has been no more perplexing 
and difficult problem to handle placed 
on any man in public life in this 
Province than this liquor question 
will be in the next fee* years. No 
such cheap stuff us the Leader of 
the Opposition gets off is going to 
help me or anyone else to work out 
this problem.” v 

Not for Publie Banquets 
Section 32c, the Attorney-General 
explained, dealing with special per¬ 
mits to be granted by the Board, was 
not for the purpose of allowing ban¬ 
quets in any public dining room. 
There were dangerous occupations 
where it might some time be neces¬ 
sary for a permit for the use of li¬ 
quor in a public place to be Issded, 
such as In the public ward of a hos¬ 
pital or in oases of accidents. With¬ 
out this section the act forbids the 
use of liquor in a public place wheth¬ 
er it is in a hospital or not. 

Guarding Constitutional Rights 
Section 61, dealing with interpro¬ 
vincial transactions whereby every 
provision of the Act is to be con¬ 
strued only as far as the Legislature 
has power to make laws In relation

“The so-called Doherty Act was 
passed in 1916,” the Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral went on. “It means nothing as 
all i£ does is to say that it is un¬ 
lawful to bring liquor into this 
Province for a purpose contrary to 
the legislation of this Province. So 
it is absolutely useless to us. \ The 
Ottawa authorities know that^ full 
well, ' 

Can Blame Ottawa for Failure 

"Unless In this connection we se¬ 
cure the co-operation of tl>e Federal 
authorities a serious blow has been 
struck by the Dominion authorities 
at this Act. 

“If after-this Legislature has done 
its best to frame this legislation the 
I Dominion authorities are going to 
allow this Province to be flooded 
with liquor, then they have done an 
injustice to the people of this Prov¬ 
ince. v We have gone as far as our 
Ingenuity will be allowed to go.” 

Identifying Liquor Necessary 

The Attorney-General declared that 
one of the few constructive sugges¬ 
tions made by Mr. Bowser was that 
citizens should be permitted to make 
statutory declarations of the quantity 
of liquor held by them so that it 
would not be necessary for officials 
to infringe the sanctity of their 
homes to "seal” their supplies. . 

He explained, however, that a 
statutory declaration of this kind 
would fail as the Inspectors would, 
have no means of knowing the 11-1 
quor in a man’s home at any time 
was the liquor that was there when 
the Inspector looked it over because 
it would not be identified and they 
would have no means of knowing 
that other liquor was not being 
brought in. 

Must Control Importation 

Dealing with auction 31, which re- I 
quires the sealing of liquor held in 
homes. Hon. Mr. Farris said Lfiat it 
did not give the right of searqh. 
He went on: 

"I would be exceedingly sorry to 
see section 31 deleted as 1 believe 
that It is an essential section. As 
far as my judgment Is concerned, 
there is no lack of appreciation of the 
necessity of this section. I have con¬ 
fidence that the way to get Govern¬ 
ment control for the sale of liquor 
fn this Province is by the prohibition 
of the importation by the Federal 
Government of liquor into this Prov¬ 
ince. 

Hotel Men’s Private Supplies 

“There is the individual house¬ 
holder who objects to an officer who 
enters his house to seal up or stamp 
his liquor. It must be remembered, 
however, that there is a great deal 
of trouble with men, for Instance, 
who keep a hotel and a supply of 
liquor across the road In a private 
house and then trot across small 
amounts at a time to the hotel. 
Then theipt are those men who have 
big houses and big supplies and boot¬ 
leg It there in their own houses. 

Thomas Uphill, of Fertile; "Ad¬ 
dressed, please." 

Hon. Mr. Furris: “Well. Mr. 
Speaker, there are some things that 
•It is not wise to reveal. 

No Need to Feel Intuited 

“I believe that'the man who has a 
big stock of liquor for his own con¬ 
sumption is not going to be insulted 
by phoning for and asking a Govern¬ 
ment agent to com© over and stamp 
It when it Is in the interests of the 
people of this Province that we can 
be enabled to deal with the men who 
keep liquor for illegal uses.” 

Dealing with the assertions made 
by Mr. Bowser about the search 
clause and his reference to “partisan 
politicians going around into peo¬ 
ples houses.” Hon. Mr. Farris said:

thereto, the Attorney~General de¬ 
clared is put In to preserve the con¬ 
stitutional rights of the Act. If the 
Legislature should pass any provi¬ 
sion which Is unconstitutional there 
is a proper tribunal to dispose of It. 
in the ‘.‘greatest court in the world" 
—the Privy Council. 

. Believes in Privy Council 

In passing. Hon. Mr. Farris said 
that ha did not think so many small 
cases should go *to the Privy Council 
or that the right of appeal should 
be abolished, as urged by some i»er- 
sons in Kastern Canada, but there 
in the Privy Council was a “body of 
men who possess judgment on con¬ 
stitutional matters of Invaluable as¬ 
sistance to every Province of Can¬ 
ada." He said he did not think that 
even Ottawa would disallow tfiia act 
and thus prevent It being tested in 
this court, when the bill had behind 
it the individual vote and sanction 
of a great majority of the people of 
British Columbia. 

That “Psrtizan Commission” 

The Attorney-General devoted time 
to Mr. Bowser’s attack on the “su¬ 
preme partisan commission and the 
Vancouver Literals who do not live 
up to their pre-election pledges.” He 
said It was strange to see Mr. Bow¬ 
ser setting himself up as the mouth¬ 
piece of the Moderation Party to se¬ 
cure legislation that he would not 
support before election. 

"The suggestion is that we prom¬ 
ised something that is not now being 
implemented by legislation.” said the 
Attorney-General. • 

Moderationisfs Satisfied 

H»* pointed out .that yesterday’s 
reply of Capt. Ian Mackenzie, of 
Vancouver, was sufficient answer to 
this when that member said that of¬ 
ficials of the Moderation Party had i 
waited on him last week and ex - i 
pressed their entire satisfaction with I 
the bill and asked him to extend 
their congratulations to the Premier, 
on it. 

The Attorney - General nsserted 
that there was also precedent for,the 
appointment of non-partizun com¬ 
missions in the actions of the last 
Conservative Government uihI in the 
Workmen's Compensation appoint¬ 
ments. 

Board Controls Enforcsmsnt 

Hon. Mr. Farris emphasized some 
other sections such as 96. which gave 
the Board the power to stejx in to 
enforce the act In any municipality 
where that municipality fails to car¬ 
ry out the law. By this, police ad¬ 
ministration was placed directly in 
the Board. 

As for Mr. Bowser's criticism of

without foundation, 
lutely no right given for ^search in 
section 31. There 1 m provision that 
if a householder desires he may ask 
a Government agent to come to his 
-residence to seal the liquor there. 
There is no right given that he may 
enter in order that he may find but 
what is there. 

Similar to 1916 Clause 

"I am surprised at my honorable 
friend, who was Attorney-General 
for as long as he Was, when he sug¬ 
gests that anybody has- the right to 
enter without a search warrant." 

The Attorney-General asked Mr. 
Bowser to compare this section with 
section 48 of tho Prohibition Act, 
framed in 1916 by the Conservatives, 
in which a similar clause was in¬ 
serted,-but, without any provision re¬ 
quiring^ a warrant. 

Taking up the question of cheap 
liquor, the Attorney-General said: 

"I don’t think that any fair-minded 
man who gives the matter full con¬ 
sideration will very seriously argue 
that wh"e all forma of industry in 
this Province are taxed heavily, that 
we should undertake to carry on this 
industry without it paying its fair 
share to the ‘finances of this Prov¬ 
ince. 

“My honorable friend was not very 
serious in a great part of his criti¬ 
cism. His frivolous arid Jesting at- 
tempts_ at ' jockeying the different 
sections of this act are not the way 
that the act should be considered.” 

Packages and Permits 

As for the interpretation of the 
wonl “packages,” the Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral explained that it did not imply 
barrels or casks as Mr. Bowser made 
out. He pointed to section 95d, which 
gave the Board the power to deter¬ 
mine the nature, form and capacity, 
of all packages. 

Replying to Mr. Bowser’s insinua¬ 
tions in connection with the permit 
clause and his description of its as 
the "bootleggers' clause," the Attor¬ 
ney-General said: 

“I have .never seen a mind do well 
devised to spot trickery as that of 
my honorable friend.” 

No Trading in Permit* 

Hon. Mr. Farris explained that it 
was'decided that $5.00 a year would 
be unfair for many people to pay for 
a permit when they use only a cou¬ 
ple of bottles a year. So it was sug¬ 
gested that provision would be made 
for an individual to purchase two 
bottles on a temporary permit costing 
50 cents. 

There will be no chance* for trad¬ 
ing In these 60 cent permits, he ex¬ 
plained. as they will be good for use 
only at the moment they are taken 
out. That will prevent a man run¬ 
ning around with these permits. 

The quantity is not necessarily 
fixed at two quarts for a f.O cent per¬ 
mit. The act says that the Board 
shall not have the power to make 
this permit good for more than two 
quarts. And section 106 provides 
that the Board shall fix the amount 
of liquor that may be obtained on all 
permits.
